It was found to be in excellent con- 
dition, being clean, and only slightly 
bloated. He was garbed In his night 
garments and with the bed slippers 
m which he left the house early Sun- 
day morning November 18th on his 
fateful trip.

Let a child 
insert" a bean or other foreign body 
in the nostril, as. children often do 
and in time there is likely to be an 
unpleasant odor, together with a one- 
aided more or less constant discharge 
of purulent secretion. 
Obstruction of the nasal passages 
from any cause tends to create odor 
When normal secretions are retained 
too long, thev undergo decomposition 
and unpleasant odors arise. The rem- 
edy Is of course a careful examina- 
tion of the nose, which must toe made 
by the doctor with headlight or head 
mirror and nasal speculum, which in- 
struments 
permit him to see clear 
back to the back door of the noae and 
determine just where and what the 
trouble Is 
Any good doctor can do 
this; 
one doesn't have 
to go to a 
specialist for treatment of the ordi- 
nary ailments popularly known as ca- 
tarrhv. If the family doctor does not 
feel competent, he will refer the pa- 


tient to a nose and throat specialist 
for advice and help. 
Personal 'hygiene is always an im- 
portant factor, though neglected by 
many a poorly trained specialist. The 
diet, the cU>thing, ventilation, the ac- 
tion of the bowels, bathing, exercise 
—these things must be regulated in 
order to obtain relief from chronic 
disease of the upper air passages. 
Sprays are of practicaJly no value 
in the patient's hands, excepting for 
cleanliness. A simple cleansing spray

Itec. 
20.—Major Gen- 
eral WilHam A. Mann, now command- 
ing the "Rainbow division" in Prance, 
submitted his annual report as chief 
of the militia bureau to Secretary of 
War Baker today. 
General Mann was relieved as chief 
of the bureau last summer. His re- 
port, therefore, deals principally with 
the activities of the bureau prior to 
this country's .entry into the war. The 
national guard, following its call into | 
the federal service for duty on the 
Mexican border, has practically been 
merged with the regular army. Little 
could be said of its activities since 
April C, even had General Mann the 
inclination to say it. 
His report gives a historical sketch 
of tbe national guard since its forma- 
tion and gives detailed statistics on its 
equipment, its personnel and its drill 
practice during the last year. 
General Mann finds difficulty in es- 
timating the worth of the service on 
the border to the organized militia. 
"The effect of border service train- 
Ing, he says, "is difficult to gauge, for 
th« period of service varies between 
wide limits. Some organizations were 
in service but three months, others 
six months, while others again re- 
mained in service continuously. The 
training itself -was in the nature of 
things sadly handicapped because of 
the absence of any definite ideas as j 
to the duration of the entire peroid I 
of service. 
"In spite of all handicaps, however 
it must be admitted that the national 
guard did learn and did improve during 
and on account of its border service."

POSTMASTER, SENDS 


TEACHERS CIRCULAR 


Postmaster Asks Them to Assist the 


Sale of War Savings Certificates 


'In- Schools. 


Postmaster J. J. Cunningham is 
sending circulars to the teachers of 
the local high and graded schools with 
which he intends to have the teachers 
"do their bit','- in the sale of war sav- 
ings certificate stamps and thrift 
stamps by interesting the students In 
this new government loan. 
The fol- 


lowing is the circular: 
"Dear Teacher: 
I am sending you 
with this a circular of information rel- 
ative to TJ. S. war saving certificate 
stamps and U. S. thrift stamps. A 
careful reading of this pamphlet -will 
give you full and definite information 
respecting the 'same. The government 
proposes to raise two billion dollars 
in this way. No person can purchase 
more than $100 worth at one time, nor 
at any time can lie own more than 
Jl,000 worth. 


"The purchase of these stamps is 
regarded as a good business invest- 
ment. They pay 4 per cent interest 
compounded quarterly. The govern- 
ment wants the gre'at mass of people, 
both boys and girls', men and women, 
'to save a little out of their earnings 
and to own some of the government 
securities. 
"Tht teachers of course -should in- 
vest some of their earnings in these, 
stamps. It is expected by' the govern- 
ment that they will do so. Jn addi- 
tion to that it is for the teachers to 
enlist the interest of tbe children and 
parents in the purchase of these 
stamps. 
Their interest can not be 
enlisted by intuition. 
It must be 
suggested 
to 
them. 
talked 
over 
with 
them, -and 
the 
reasons 
for 
purchasing 
them, 
not 
only 
the 
business reason 
but the -patriotic 
reason, explained to them. Teachers 
are expected to do this. I am sure 
'you are will-ing to do your part. The 
government ras you know wants the 
interest and support of everyone. If 
every man, woman and child will pur- 
chase some of these thrift or war sav- 
ing stamps then the government will 
be positively assured that it will have 
the support and interest of everyone. 


"The rural carriers now have the 
stamps with them, for sale on .every 
trip. The carrier will stop if you re- 
quest him to at the school house to 
furnish teachers and children any 
amount of these stamps they may de- 
sire to purchase. 
I would suggest 
that you set Pridav of each week as 
the "day on which the children will 
'bring their money to school with tbem 
to purchase stamps. You make a list 
of the total number the chi?.dreh wish 
and puchase them in a lump from the 
carrier. Create if possible a rivalry 
among the children to see which ones 
cen get the largest number of stamps. 
Cards will be furnished free on which 
to paste the stamps and a jacket with 
which to hold the cards. I shall keep 
a record of the stamps sold to the 
teacher ar.d pupils of each school so 
that the teacher who gives us most 
assistance in the sale of these stamps 
will receive credit for .her efforts.
